The specification is objected to for the following reason: 
The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed (see MPEP § 606.01). 

A title such as -METHOD OF FABRICTING PRESSURE SENSOR 
MONOLITHICALLY INTEGRATED- is suggested. 

A new abstract is required that is clearly indicative the invention to which the 
claims are directed. 

Note that the claims are directed to a method of making a semiconductor 
device instead of to a semiconductor device.
